An Unsolved Problem. 


It seems to be diflicuU-lo gel at the. real cause of the high 


cost of. living.. There has-been for a;longlime a tendency to 
lay (lie blame on the shoulders of th6:.middleman, a tendency 
which'is perfectly, natural when Ihereus considered Ihe differ- 
ence between the prices farmers get for produce and the prices 
paid by.consumers. From different sections come reports that 
peaches and apples are now.rotting on the ground, but in.no 
market are peaches and apples selling at prices which would 
lead any, one to suspect"Such a Condition. 


It seems ihat the federal department of agriculture has a 


commission representing the "office of markets," and this 
commission is traveling about the country investigating a sub- 
ject which is of prime interest to consumers everywhere. And 
in a New England city the other day the commission stated 
that jobbers of food stuffs are in great measure justified in de- 
manding the prices asked, because of the cost and care neces- 
sary in handling products in transit between producer and 
consumer. This is the claim that has always been put forth 
by dealers, and if it is tolbe substantiated by government of- 
ficials it will have to be accepted as,well founded or we shall 
be obliged to admit that'even government investigators are 
unable to get at the bottom facts. 


The commission has worked in many parts of the country, 


looking into the question of transportation and the methods of 
the jobbers and retailers.vand its conclusion is that the com- 
plaint has been overdrawn. It finds reasons for believing that 
"the profits usually received are not too large when account is 
taken of the services required and losses sustained." 
It finds 


the cost of quick deliveries on small orders large in proportion 
to the business done, and ,is convinced 'that the much berated 
"middleman" is not the vulture that he has been represented 
to be. 
• 


So much for this expensive investigation, which leaves the 


consumer just, where he was before, perplexed and burdened 
by the conditions that exist• ;'ahd':'.o'bliged to settle roundly for 
every mouthful he eats. 
It begins to look as if the only relief 


would have lo be found in the home through more careful 
buying and preparation of foods and the practice of the homely 
economies which were once in prdei; in every household, but 
which of late years have fallen into disuse and are considered 
almost disgraceful, 
Government and state commissions will 


hardly solve the problem, which must be solved at home if it 
is to be solved at all.
